vessel was last sighted off Flaxman 
Island, on August 14, possibly is lost. 
as is the vessel with all those on 
board, 

Nothing has been seen or 
the Karluk sinee that date, 
the fact that extensive search 
been made for her. 

Whalers say there is little hope of 
her ever being discovered as she is 
known to have encountered the heavy 
weather which prevailed off the 
Aliskan coast early in October. 

This ts the opinion of the members 
of the Canadian Arctic exploration 
party at Collision Point, according to 
a message to Pairbanks today. Ste- 
fansson left Victoria last summer on 
behalf of the Canadian government 
with an expedition outfitted to make 
exploration and = scientific research 
along the northern coast of. the 
American continent..

PROTEST MADE 
TO ELECTION IN 
CHATEAUGUAY 


In Addition to Unseating, Dis. 
qualification for Beven Years 
is Asked For 


BRIBERY AND OTHER 
SERIOUS CHARGES MADE 


Pour Petitions Have Been Enter- 
ed Covering the Different 
Charges 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 
MONTREAL, Nov. °17-—-The_ elec- 
tion of Mr. Jas, Morris as M, P. for 
the county of Chateauguay was pro- 
tested this afternoon when petitions 
to unseat and disqualify him were 


deposited in the Superior Court of 
Valleyfield. 
Bribery by himself and by agent, 


by payment of money, promises of 
public offices, undue influence, de- 
fraying transportation, treating, in- 
timidation and furnishing, vehicles 
illegally, are among the charges 
against the conservative M. P. and 
his agents. 

Four petitions covering the above 
were deposited, sworn to by electors 
of Chateauguay county. The  peti- 
tions pray not only that Mr. Morris be 
unseated, but that she also be disqua- 
lifled as an elector cf Chateauguay 
county for seven years. 


Mr. Morris, Liberal opponent was 
Hon, Sydney Fisher, ex-minister of 
agriculture. 

The four petitions in connection 
with the election protest together, 
with other documents, also the 
statutory $1,000 to guarantee the 


costs in the trial were deposited in 


the Superior Court office, The peti- 
tioners uré Messrs. Mills, Robertson 
McFarlane and Maillette.

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the power plant, the “most loyal and 
efficient servant in the employ of the 
city.” He elaimed that the mayor 
Went down to the power house, and, 
ignoring the superintendent ,talked 
io the verious employes there. He de- 
clared that he imported “one Buck,” 
to re-organize ‘the city’ engineer's de- 
partment, that letters were sent to the 
employes of this department asking 
them to report to the cost engineer, 
but that the employes refused to do 
this; that the mayor sent the same let- 
ter to the police department; that Fid- 
wards did as requestéd and was 
“canned” for his trouble. 

“Mr, Short,” summed up Mr. Me- 
Namara, “instead of Weing a cunsirue. 
Uve genius proved himself a monu- 
ment of disorganization,” 

Street Railway Troubles, 

Mr. MeNamara then took up the 
recent trouble over the street rail- 
way men's agreement. 

‘Lawyers are never very friendly to 
the working man,” began Mr. Me- 
Nomara, with A. T. Mode, an alder- 
manic candidate, who is supporting 
him, sitting right behind. “A lawyer's 
bent of mind seems opposed to the 
man who labors.”"—Then he suddenly 
vemembered Mra Mode is a lawyer and 
added—"of course, there are ‘some 
notable exceptions,” 

“However,” he continued, “the 
street railway men had their agree- 
ment prepared, It seemed to sult the 
superintendent for he signéd it, Then 
the men, as a tinal touch, took it to 
the mayor to have him sign it also, 
ut he refused. By that very act he 
showed he Was not in sympathy with 
the employes of the street railway, Ths 
result is that there is not one street 
railway man who is a contented ser- 
vant of the city. Then also, men have 
been brought in from Spokane and 
given positions on-the street railway. 
1 do not blame the men for feeling 
sore,” 


Fature Water Supply. 

The future water supply of the city, 
and Mayor Short's attitude in regard 
to it, was the next point of attack, 

“The experts engaged to report on 
the matter ,said the plant should stay 
where it is now,’ said the speaker, 
“Yet, in the face of that, Mayor Short 
decided that the pumping plant should 
be seven and a half miles up the river 
at Rabbit Hills, The commissioners 
did not like this scheme, and pointed 
out that it would cost three millions 
of dollars. but Mr. Short In his’ al- 
mighty way decided that ke was right 
and that the plant should go up the 
river, 

“Then Short got Chipman here and 
Chipman said he could not install the 
RabbitiHills scheme. But Short was not 
non-plugsed. He promptly appointed 
Chipman as consulting engineer at a 
high salary.”’ 

Then Mr. .McNamara took up the 
street numbering scheme. He declared 
that of his own volition the mayor hal 
brought forth this scheme and that 
was the first anybody knew of it, it 
was being put into force by the new 
names and numbers being nailed up 
on the houses. “Then the people went 
to Short,” said he, “and got down on 
their knees and asked this king to 
please let them have a chance to vole 
on it.” But Short shook his head and 
said, “No, 1 don't think you people 
know enough about such things, The 
scheme is 4 good one and it stands as 


it. is.” 
The High Tax Rate, 

The speaker then referred to the 
high tax rate this year, and to the 
number and amount of “special taxes”, 
which have been a fruitful cause of 
complaint on the part of many rate- 
payers. All these he blamed on the 
mayor, and added that there was no 
more work done this year than last, 
and he doubted if there was as muc4, 

He claimed thai the ma@wor, through 
his altitude on the Kleinwoert's doben- 
ture deal, had lost the city at least 
$170,000. The first offer from Klein- 
worts, he said, was to take the entire 
elevensmillion dollars’ worth of deben- 
tures at 96, By the time the mayor 
got around to it ,after wiring to Lon- 
don to try and get better offers, the 
price had gone down to 95. “This was 
only for five and # half million,” said 
Mr. MeNama “Then later on he 
sold four million dollars ‘worth at 
93.” “Phe total loss he placed at $170,- 
000, adding that it was the citizens, 
not the mayor, who had to’ pay tor 
this loss. 

Not Safe Business Man, He Says. 

“Mayor Short has proved himself a 
Napoleon of frenzied finance, hut cer- 
tainly not a safe and sane business 
man,” said) Mr, MoNamara. “it it 
wasn't for the fact that it is such) a 
tremendous tragedy, — it would be «a 
joke to cali Short a safe and sane 
man.” Z 

Mr. McNamara then offered the 
elective commission form of govern- 
ment as a remedy for all these ills he 
had pictured, and gave a brief outline 
of some of the advantages he claims 
for the system, 

Ex-Ald. Gowan Speaks. 

Ex-Alderman Charles Gowan, who 
is ‘running this year «= tne special 
representative of the east end, made 
first appearance in this campaign last 
night. He gave @ strong denunciation 
of various actions of the council dur- 
ing the past year, Me particularly 
criticised that body for hiring experts 
and then disregarding their advice. 

d. A. Kinney , Reviews | Situation, 

J. A. Kinney, asking election as 
alderman and endorsed by the trades 
and labor council, gave a review of 
the municipal situation as ‘he under- 
stood it. He laid enfphasis on the fact 
that the revenues of the civic utilities 
were dependent to a great extend on 
the patronage of wage earners, that 
tor this reason labor men wer } parti- 
cularly interested in the operation of 
these utilities, and that the wage- 
earner should be given some represen- 
tation on the council whieh framed 
the policies under which extensions of 
these utilities were made. 

“It is easy to criticise past ad 
ministrations”, said Mr, Kinney, “And 
it is particularly for such as I, who 


never have been given the opportu- 
nity to be criticised, to show dhe weak 
points tn the other mais work. What 
we want now is to elect aldermen 
Whe will forget family quarrels and 
give more thought and attention to 
actual direction of city werk.” 

Mr. Kinney declared that he did not 
intend to discuss the commission form 
of government. He thought the cour- 
cil might well appoint a eommisrsion 
which should arrange for’ public 
meetings at which both sides of the 
question should be set forth Then, 
after thorough discussion, the people 
shovld be given an opportunity to 
vote on the idea of adopting the sew 
system for KMdmonten. i

ALBERTA TO APPLY 
FOR JUMP RECORD 


Mr. H. Ballantyne Will Represent 


Alberta at Montfeal Meet- 
ing November 22 


The annual meeting of the Amateur, 


Athletic Union of Canada will be 
held in Montreal on November 22. 
It will in all probability be one of 


the most linportant meetings held by 
that body in many years, for a ques- 
tion of amateurism is to be brought 
vefore it which, if decided in the 
ynanner in which the Dominion Foot- 
ball Association wants it settled, will 
mean a complete change of the 
principles of amateurism in Canada. 

The D.F.A. threatens that unless 
the A.A.U. of Canada allows amateurs 
to play with professionals, go long as 
they do not receive money for it 
without losing their amateur stand- 
ing, they will break away from the 
Dominion amateur organization. That 
ig as close as it is possible to get to 
the demands of the D.F.A. Their 
elaims havé been stated as being 
different, and it seems that all mem- 
bers of the Footvall Association are 
not unanimous in that demand. 
Many think that it is too strong and 
that the D.F.A. should be satisfied to 
play against such professional teams 
under special permission and under 
the supervision of recognized and re- 
sponsible leegues, or under the direct 
cure of the A.A.U. ‘Mr. Meyers, 
Alberta's representative on the D.F.A. 
beard does not wish to precipitate a 
fight with the Amateur Union, or in 
any way injure the cause of amateur 
sport. 

Make Concessions. 

The A.A.U. yf Canada is prepared 
to make certain concessions to the 
football men. They will in all proba- 
bility be willing to allow the D.F.A 
to play old country professional 
teams touring this country under 
special permission and under proper 
supervision in order that the financial 
part of the enterprise will not be 
mishandled. 

It appears that the demands of the 
Dominion! Football Association arises 
out of the fact titat old country pro- 
fessional football teams have for two 
or three years wanted to tour this 
country, and have been unable to do 
so oWlng to the amateur rule. The 
footballers, naturally, want to meet 
the best in the old country, for it 
means . that football in this country 
will improve and interest in it be 
stimulated, even though it would 
have a ‘tendancy towards profes- 
sionalizing the game.
